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It has been said many times that the test of independence 
is in the use made of it. The statement implies a presumption that 
a mation can "shape its destiny”. The actual limitations on what 
can be done with the tools of independenct statehood, and of what 
cannot be avoided, is well illustrated by the performance of the 
Somali Republic, since it was formed on July 1,1960. The performance 
happily defied some gloomy predictions, and sadly confirmed others 
of great troubled that lay ahead. @ 


‘The hopelessness with which the economic future was viewed, 
has been dispelled by achievements which indicate that the prospects 
are better, than the bleak landscape of the country had suggested, 
Yet the union of the former British Somaliland and the former 
Italian trust territory of Somalia, the component parts of the 
Somali Republic, has not turned out to be a happy one, despite the 
enthusiasm {t generated. and, what casts a menacing shadow over 
the entire region, is the intensification of the conflict between oe 
Somali Republic and its neighbors, and the increasing involvment of 
outside powers in the regional quarrel,

: Some #0 percent of all Somalis are nomadic herdsmen, 

They inhabit the north-eastern corner of Africa, knownas the 

"Horn of Africa", an arid region, which barely provides subsistence 
to its nomadic inhabitants. There are strong cohesive ties of 
traditions of common ancestry, a common language and cultural 
heritage, and Islamic religion, which bind Sonalis, and form 


the basis of their national consciousness. 











Yet, Somali society is fragzented into tribes and clans, to which 
the loyalty of individuals is directed.

This claim was coupled 
by the aspiration for'national unification, that 1s the inclusion of 
all Somalis and the territories they inhabit, in one nati 
To of the Somali territories, sritish Somaliland and Itslian 
Somaliland attained independence ih 1960, wereupon they united 
to form the present Somali nepublic. e

Aspirations for the ine luston of the other territories 
inhabited by the Somalis «ithin the Somgli state met with strong 
objections. France did not wish to divest itéelf of its possession. 
Moreovér, the indigenous population #f Prench Somaliland is divided 
on the issue, mot/only politically, but on ethnic grounds as well, 
as less than Half the population of the territory are Somalis. 








Ethiopian opposition to Somali claixs upon portions of 
Ethiopia were particularly strong. Like most African states, Ethiopia 


too: lacks ethnic homogeneity and national cohesion. 4 claim based 
on ethnic grounds, if conceded, might be rerarded as a precedent upon vhid: 
other ethnic gourps and tribes could base similar dexands for secession 
or autonony. fthiopfan objections were given added force, as tie Somali 
claims are regarded to be a contemporary expression of the axe-lone 
enace to their ancient Christian kingdom from the Moslem tri bes ®

The objections of Kenya to Somali claims upon Kenya 
territory are likewise vehement. It is argued that the Sonali inhabited 
portions or northern, Kenya, are a3 much @ part of the new Kenya 
state, as any other part of the former British colony, by whichever 
tribe it may be inhabited. % 


“At the time of its establishment, the Somali Republic 


‘was faced on the domestic scene with sajor tasks in two areas. One e 
» was the long ters objective of econémic development. The other was the 


urgent problem of achieving meaningful integration and unification 

of the two territories whieh formed the new state -- Italian administered 
Sovalia ami the former Gritish Somaliland. Of the tvo'taske, economic 
development looked like the more difficult one, not omly because of the 
Size of the problem and its practically unlimited xeope, but because 

the resources required for the job were notovailable. On tit other hand, 
the problem of integration seemed to be mainly @n administrative one, 
which could be solved if necessary reorganization measures were undertaken 
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In the enthuslaes of independence and unification, political  - 
support for the necessary measures was taken for granted. 

| Curiously, it turned out to be easier to obtain the 
necessary outside aid for the tasks of economic development, than 
to secure the political support for the measures needed in order 
to make integration a success.

‘The Somalis! success in obtaining large scale foreign 
assistance for development, should be attributed first of all to 
the government ‘9 ekill in explaining the country's needs and 
eliciting aid offers, Tet {t seens, that the success must be 
attributed also to circumstances of geography and. international 
politics, which prompted various -governzents to invest, their 
not unlimited resources, in the Somali Republic. 





The geographical circumstance becones ecloar from a glance 
at the map, The Somali Republic lies onthe shores of the Gudf of 
Aden and the Indian Ocean. It tas thus a political and strategic 
value for any country concergned with the security of sea communications 
‘through the Red dea, between the Maditerranean and the Indian’ Ocean. 
Conversely, the territory is of interest for any power wishing to 
gain the ability to influence or to interfere with these communications. 
To be wire, the Red Sea route is not accorded anymore the suze r 
importance for trade or ‘defense as until the Second world War, But, it 
still attracts attention. The country's location renders it valuable 
for air-cmsunications as well. Such communications, although not 
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seynific out in teres of volun@ of trade they can carry, are of 
-i Considerable importance for development of close relations between 
7% s 
’ tates, ag they greatly facilitate the flow of people and information. 


‘These attractions of eeogtarhy augsented the otherwise 
‘existent Propensity of the uafor ‘powers to compete for influence 
in new states. Their competition ts intensified by the Somali 
Republic's eagerness for support, necessitated by its Quarrel with 
the nelghboring states.

The Somali Republic is devoting considerable resources for 
defen¢se. Over 16 percent of the governwent's current expenditure for 
1963 was earmarked for this purpose. Here too, foreign sovernments 
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Wave sided the training of the police, and have provided equipment, 
including arms, to the police forces. amy training, armaments, and 
‘Supporting equipcent were provided initially by Britain ani Italy. 
Soon after indepenience Egypt too beran supplying arms and vehicles. In 
“the course of 1962 and 1963 the United States, Italy, Britain, and 
Western Cormany, responded to Somali requests for additional aid, and 
have offered § 18 million to help sodernize the army ani increase iw@ 
strengh? ‘from an estimated 4000 men at present, to 6000. The Western 
offer vas however unacceptable to the Somalis, because its terms 
Fequired the Gomeli government to bind itself not to take silitary aid 
from other sources. Instead, the Somali goveranent accepted a Sovict 
offer of military assistance amounting to @ 26 million, which will enable 
the expansion of the army to some 20,000 mon.
